Last Year’s 8.86-

Leat year’s rainfall total of 8.86 
was a record low for the Hamlin 
section In the memory of several 
old-timers with whom a Herald 
representative has talked. 
It is 
believed to be even lower than 
the rainfall of 1017, which prob 
ably wae the lowest prior In the 
present century. No official data 
could be ascertained as to the 
rainfall In that year, but reports 
placed the total precipitation for 
191T at about IO inches. 
Government records of rainfall 
kept by Bin Rountree at the city 
water pumping station have been 
kept only since 1942. During the 
15 years of official reoords the low­ 
est previous year's rainfan was in 
1952 when 13.08 inches of rain 
was recorded. Other low moisture 
veers were 1947 with 16.01 inches, 
1948 With 14.31 fiches, and 1954 
with 14.39 inches. 
Heaviest raln- 
faU for the period was kl 1944 
when 35.26 inches fell.

Small Fish Pond 
]an Supply Need 
Average Family 


As spring near it ta natural to 
think of fishing. By proper man­ 
agement a fanner can have his 
own fishing hole, declare officials 
of the California Creek Soil Con­ 
servation District, in a release to 
The Herald. 
The news release 
continues: 
A pond of not more than one 
surface acre can provide all the 
fish the average family can use. 
New ponds are best because you 
ca nstart them right. 
Old ponds 
can be used if weed growth is kill­ 
ed out, and the rough fish (in any) 
killed with rotenone. 
Ponds of about IO feet deep and 
one surface aero Will yield 25 to 
200 pounds per year unfertilized. 
The same ponds will yield 200 to 
600 pounds per year if properly 
fertilized. 
Commercial fertilizer 
(16-20-0) added to the water at 


the rate of IOO pounds per surface 
acre per month from April to No­ 
vember will increase production 
tremendously. 
Scatter the fer­ 
tilizer around the shore. Fertiliz­ 
ing a pond not only helps the fish­ 
ing—it also keeps down moss and 
olehr undesirable plant growth. 
Best fish for ponds in this coun­ 
try are bass and channel cat. Some 
blue gills should be added to feed 
the l a s ; nd eat. Crappie, goggle- 
eyes and bullhead are not recom­ 
mended because their numbers be­ 
come unmanageable. 
The federal and state match- 
eries generally have more orders 


than they can fill. 
Orders are 
filled on e first come, first served 
basis. 
Anyone having a pond he 
would like to stock cen contact 
the Soil Conservation Service or 
any of the local government agen 
des.

SAVE TAX HEADACHES 
NEXT YEAR. 
There is no time like the pres­ 
ent to start procedure th at will 
aid you with next year’s income 
tax calculations. This is to m ain­ 
tain a record of your income and 
outgo. 
Such a 
record can be 
simple and brief, but it may save 
vou tax dollars and m any horns of 
work in filling out tax forms. 
The average man who works 
for a w age or salary doesn’t have 
to concern himself about keeping 
books and record' 
at least so he 
thinks. 
His employer keeps a re­ 
liable record of his earnings, and 
Uncle Sam looks primarily to the 
employer for inform ation on his 
earnings and for the withholding 
of various taxes out of his wages. 
But w hether or not you run a 
business of your own, you have 
a partner who each year is claim­ 
ing a substantial Interest in your 
personal income. 
And the law’ re­ 
quire sthat von keep books for 
him in case he ever asks for an 
accounting. 
Perhaps own you your home or 
are paving it out in installm ents. 
It is likely’ that some day you 
may sell that house. 
When y’ou 
do you will w ant to be able to 
prove w hether you realized a gain 
or a loss on that sale.

tain a record of your income and 
out go.

record can be 
simple and brief, but it may save 
you tax dollars and many hours of 
work in filling out tax forms. 
The average man who works 
for a wage or salary doesn’t have 
0 concern himself about keeping 
Ixxiks and record- 
at least so he 
hinks. 
Hi* em ployer keeps a re­ 
liable record of his earnings, and 
Uncle Sam looks primarily to the 
employer for inform ation on his 
earnings and for the withholding 
of various taxes out of his wages. 
Rut whether or not you run a 
business of your own, you have 
a partner who each year is claim­ 
ing a substantial interest in your 
1 ersonal income. 
And the law re­ 
quire sthat you keep books for 
bim in case he ever asks for an 
accounting. 
Perhaps own you your home or 
are paying it out in installments. 


I t is likely that some day you 
may sell that house. 
When you 
do you will w ant to bf' able to 
prove whether you realized a gain 
or a loss on th a t sale, 
lf a gain 
in capital resulted, it probably 
w ill add to your income tax. 
If 
a loss was suffered, it piobably 
will reduce your income tax.
